This  information  on  lawn  making 
represents  the  opinion  of  the  best 
authorities  on  the  subject  and  if  fol¬ 
lowed  carefully  will  assure  a  fine  lawn 
for  anyone  who  is  willing  to  make  the 
necessary  investment  of  time  and 
money. 

First,  determine  the  soil  reaction  by 
testing  it  with  litmus  paper  for  acid, 
or  by  sending  a  sample  to  your  State 
Experiment  Station.  If  soil  is  strongly 
acid,  lime  should  be  applied  in  suf¬ 
ficient  quantity  to  correct  this  condition. 

NEW  LAWNS 

Preparing  the  Soil: 

If  your  plot  is  small,  dig  it  up  to  the  depth  of  a 
spade  or  digging  fork;  if  it  is  large,  plow  it.  The 
top  soil  should  be  from  6  to  10  inches  deep  if 
the  subsoil  is  gravel — 12  inches,  or  preferably 
more,  if  the  subsoil  is  a  stiff  clay.  After  soil  is 
broken  into  fine  particles  spread  on  well-rotted 
manure  at  the  rate  of  500  bale  of  peat  moss  or 
other  humus  to  each  1000  square  feet.  Mix  this 
thoroughly  with  the  soil,  then  rake  and  roll  to 
secure  a  general  slope  away  from  the  house  for 
proper  drainage. 

When  the  soil  has  been  properly  prepared,  apply 
a  complete  plant  food  (see  paragraph  headed 
“Applying  Plant  Food”). 

Seeding: 

The  best  times  to  seed  are  in  the  early  spring 
and  from  the  middle  of  August  to  the  First  of 
October.  The  latter  period  is  to  be  preferred 
as  the  weather  conditions  are  generally  more 
favorable.  Use  only  the  best  seed.  The  dealer 
whose  name  appears  on  the  cover  of  this  book 
will  be  glad  to  help  you  choose  the  kind  best 
suited  for  your  particular  locality. 

Use  4  to  5  pounds  of  a  good  lawn  seed  mixture 
to  1000  square  feet.  Distribute  seed,  either  by 
hand  or  machine,  in  two  directions — one  at 
right  angle  to  the  other  to  get  complete  coverage. 
After  spreading  seed,  rake  lightly  to  cover  to  a 
depth  of  i/8  inch.  It  is  important  that  you  then 
roll  the  lawn  so  that  soil  is  in  close  contact  with 
the  seed. 


Watering: 

Keep  a  newly  planted  lawn  moist  at  all  times, 
using  a  fine  spray  and  watering  well.  After 
lawn  is  firmly  established  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  water  it  every  day — once  a  week  being 
sufficient. 

HOW  TO  IMPROVE 
ESTABLISHED  LAWNS 

Applying  Plant  Food: 

After  raking,  apply  a  complete  plant  food  at  the 
rate  of  4  pounds  per  100  square  feet  if  no  manure 
has  been  used,  or  3  pounds  per  100  square  feet 
if  the  soil  has  been  manured. 

A  good  commercial  fertilizer  such  as  Vigoro, 
Loma  or  similar  types  is  particularly  beneficial. 
Follow  direction  given  by  manufacturer  for 
applying. 

Reseeding  the  Lawn: 

Thin  spots  in  the  lawn  should  be  reseeded, 
using  about  3  lbs.  of  grass  seed  per  1000  square 
feet.  The  soil  in  bare  spots  should  be  pulverized 
with  a  steel-toothed  rake,  then  seeded,  using

about  twice  as  much  seed  as  is  used  on  thin 
turf.  Cover  seed  lightly  with  top  soil  to  protect 
and  give  it  a  chance  to  germinate. 

Rolling: 

A  very  important  feature  of  lawn  care  that  many 
overlook  is  rolling  of  the  lawn  in  the  spring,  just 
as  soon  as  turf  is  reasonably  dry.  This  brings 
the  grass  roots  again  in  firm  contact  with  the 
soil  so  growth  can  go  on. 

Mowing  Makes  the  Lawn: 

No  lawn — large  or  small — can  thrive  without 
frequent  mowing  with  a  good  mower.  This  is 
not  merely  because  mowing  makes  the  grass 
look  better,  but  principally  because  it  makes  the 
grass  plants  grow  better.  When  the  grass  is 
permitted  to  grow  tall,  the  roots  are  robbed  of 
their  vitality,  their  growth  is  stunted  and  re¬ 
seeding  of  the  lawn  may  thus  be  made  necessary 
the  following  spring.  Whether  the  weather  is 
dry  or  wet,  grass  should  always  be  kept  mowed 
to  a  height  of  less  than  three  inches  but  should 
not  be  cut  shorter  than  one  and  a  half  inches. 
If  the  clippings  are  short  it  is  satisfactory  to 
leave  them  on  the  lawn;  however,  if  they  are 
long  they  must  be  removed  or  they  will  smother 
out  the  young  grass  plants. 

Watering: 

Sandy  soil  will,  of  course,  require  more  watering 
than  loam  or  clay  soils.  When  the  grass  needs 
water,  soak  it  thoroughly  to  a  depth  of  4  or  5 
inches  and  do  not  water  again  until  the  soil  gets 
fairly  dry.  A  Lawn  Should  Not  Be  Sprinkled 
Lightly.  By  wetting  only  the  top  inch  or  so  of 
soil,  it  encourages  grass  to  send  its  roots  to  the 
surface  and  then  the  grass  cannot  stand  either 
the  hot  summer  weather  or  cold  winter 
temperatures. 

Weeds: 

Like  any  other  growing  plant,  grass  cannot 
thrive  where  there  are  weeds  to  rob  it  of  fer¬ 
tility,  moisture,  sunshine  and  the  space  it  needs 
to  grow. 

As  some  weeds  produce  thousands  of  seeds  in 
one  year,  the  surest  way  of  eliminating  your 
weed  trouble  is  to  prevent  their  seeding.  Mow 
your  lawn  regularly  to  prevent  annual  weeds 
from  seeding.  Perennial  weeds  which  propagate 
themselves  by  roots  should  be  taken  out  as  soon 
as  they  appear.  Weeders  for  combating  this 
enemy  of  your  lawn  are  shown  on  pages  4,  5 
and  7  of  this  book.

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Annuals  provide  your  garden  with  not  only  a  wealth  of  flowers 
but  an  abundance  of  color.  They  are  easy  to  grow  from  seed 
and  require  a  minimum  of  care. 

In  choosing  the  varieties  to  grow,  keep  two  things  in  mind— 
the  ultimate  size  of  the  plant  and  the  length  of  the  period  of 
bloom.  You  will  not  want  to  plant  tall  annuals  in  the  fore¬ 
ground  that  will  hide  the  smaller  ones  nor  will  it  be  desirable 
to  have  one  section  of  your  garden  entirely  devoid  of  blossom 
at  any  time  during  the  summer  while  another  has  an  abun¬ 
dance  of  bloom. 

The  following  types  mentioned  are  but  a  few  of  the  most 
popular  annuals: 

For  long  stems  for  cutting— Asters,  calliopsis,  calendula,  giant  zinnias, 
scabiosa,  cosmos. 

Shorter  stems  for  cutting— Marigolds,  snapdragons,  sweet  peas,  annual 
chrysanthemums,  bachelor  buttons  and  sweet  sultans,  ten  weeks  stocks, 
dwarf  zinnias. 

For  shady  spots— Pansies,  begonias,  forget-me-nots. 

For  very  hot  locations— Sunflowers,  heliotrope,  portulaca,  ice  plant,  petu¬ 
nias,  balsam,  annual  gaillardia. 

For  light  or  poor  soil— Nasturtiums,  godetia,  poppy,  portulaca,  zinnias. 
Plants  that  bloom  after  frost— Sweet  alyssum,  bachelor’s  buttons,  petunias, 
marigolds,  calendulas,  candytuft,  stocks  and  phlox. 

Tall  growers  for  background— Castor  beans,  annual  sunflowers,  cosmos, 
African  marigolds,  spider  plant,  coxcomb,  clumps  of  sweet  peas,  nicotiana. 

For  masses  of  color— Petunia,  zinnia,  marigolds,  calendulas,  phlox,  verbena, 
stock,  aster  and  poppies. 

For  edges  and  borders— Sweet  alyssum,  dwarf  nasturtiums,  dwarf  marigold, 
ageratum,  Virginia  stocks  and  forget-me-nots. 

Fragrant  plants— Mignonette,  heliotrope,  nasturtiums,  alyssum,  ten-weeks’ 
stocks,  nicotiana,  sweet  peas. 

A  fairly  well-balanced  border  would  contain  the  following: 
Asters,  balsams,  bachelor’s  buttons,  sweet  sultans,  cox¬ 
combs,  annual  pinks,  annual  poppies,  sweet  alyssum,  agera¬ 
tum,  phlox  Drummondi,  calliopsis,  portulaca,  sweet  pea,  zin¬ 
nias,  cosmos,  annual  larkspur,  calendula,  marigolds,  petunias 
and  ten-week  stocks.

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Look  over  your  grounds  for  a  section  that  has  a 
slope  but  one  which  is  not  overhung  with  trees 
that  keep  off  moisture— that’s  the  place  for  your 
rock  garden.  You  can  make  it  a  most  attractive  spot. 

In  planning  it,  keep  away  from  too  regular  lines 
and  curves— avoid  formal  arrangement.  Don’t  over¬ 
do  with  too  many  gadgets  such  as  stone  orna¬ 
ments,  etc.  Rather  try  for  naturalness,  using  your 
imagination  in  locating  the  plants  and  rocks  in 
imitation  of  the  hand  Mother  Nature  used  along 
some  path  you’ve  seen  in  the  woods. 

When  placing  the  rocks,  keep  in  mind  that  a  few 
large  ones  are  better  than  many  small  rocks.  Im¬ 
bed  them  in  the  ground  two-thirds  their  depth. 

Tilt  back  slightly  any  rocks  that  jut  out  so  that 
they  will  conduct  moisture  to  the  plants.  Do  not 
permit  rocks  to  overhang  plants  for  they  will  de¬ 
prive  them  of  needed  moisture.  When  planting 
the  plants,  pack  the  soil  between  rocks  so  roots  can  get  a  firm  hold. 

It  takes  care  in  selection  of  your  specimens  to  give  bloom  in  the 
rock  garden  during  the  entire  season.  Don’t  fail  to  use  some  of 
the  dwarf  evergreens  and  tiny  shrubs— they  add  foliage  when 
plants  are  not  blossoming.  Bulbs  too  can  be  used  to  advantage- 
miniature  daffodils  and  species  tulips.  Avoid  the  use  of  large 
and  gaudy  plants. 

I  give  you  below  a  few  suggestions  of  popular  rock  garden  plants: 

ANNUALS:  Abronia,  Dwarf  Snapdragons,  Sweet  Alyssum,  Cali¬ 
fornia  Poppies,  Ice  Plant,  Bedding  Petunias,  Dwarf  Nasturtiums, 
Portulaca,  African  Daisy  Hybrids,  Virginia  Stocks. 
PERENNIALS:  Fringed  Bleedingheart,  Virginia  Bluebells,  Col¬ 
umbine,  Dianthus,  Dwarf  Goldentuft,  Dwarf  Iris,  English  Prim¬ 
rose,  Forget-me-not,  Goldenmoss,  Iceland  Poppy,  Ladyshpper, 
Mistflower,  Moss  Phlox,  White  Rockcress,  Stonecrop,  Pink  Daisy.

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FERTILIZING  AND 
PREPARING  THE  SOIL  3 


You’ll  reap  dividends  from  the  time  and  effort  given  to  proper  preparation  of  the  soil 
for  planting.  If  you  didn’t  plow  under  your  garden  last  Fall,  mixing  with  it  some  material 
from  the  compost  heap,  then  make  a  note  to  do  so  at  the  end  of  this  season  for  your 
soil  will  be  richer  when  Spring  rolls  around  again. 

First  dig  up  the  garden  to  a  depth  of  six  or  eight  inches,  using  a  spading  fork  which  is 
better  for  this  work  than  a  spade,  being  lighter  and  slicing  the  clods  into  small  particles 
which  is  what  you  desire.  Next  use  a  steel  garden  rake  to  make  finer  the  turned  up 
soil  to  a  depth  of  two  to  three  inches  and  to  smooth  the  surface  for  sowing  or  planting. 

The  ideal  type  of  soil  for  successful  production  possesses  sufficient  clay  to  retain  for 
the  plants  life-giving  moisture,  still  is  loose  and  sandy  enough  to  allow  that  moisture 
to  penetrate  to  their  roots  and  to  properly  drain — a  soil  that  contains  natural  rich  plant 
food  to  give  fertility.  While  your  soil  may  not  meet  entirely  these  qualifications,  don’t 
be  discouraged,  for  you  can  readily  improve  it  in  any  or  all  ways  it  may  be  deficient. 
If  too  sandy  you  can  work  into  it  clay,  humus  or  stable  manure.  If  too  heavy,  it  can 
be  lightened  with  coarse  sand,  lime,  manure  or  ashes.  If  the  soil,  because  of  poor 
drainage,  starvation  or  incorrect  fertilizing,  has  become  acid  and  unsuitable  for  the 
growth  of  most  kinds  of  plants  and  beneficial  soil  bacteria,  it  usually  needs  drainage 
and  the  application  of  lime,  well  worked  in.  You  can  test  your  soil  through  use  of  blue 
litmus  paper.  When  placed  in  contact  with  moistened  soil  the  paper  will  turn  pink  or 
red  if  soil  is  acid. 

Remember,  no  matter  how  good  your  plants  and  seeds,  no  matter  how  much  you 
cultivate,  spray  and  water,  your  results  can  be  improved,  growth  hastened,  yield 
increased  through  fertilization.  Both  fertilizer  and  manure  are  useful.  Prepared 
fertilizers  are  more  easily  obtained  and  applied,  pleasanter  to  handle,  have 
uniform  strength  and  produce  fewer  weeds.  They  are  really  not  expensive. 

Let  us  help  you  to  get  the  best  results  from  your  garden  by  use  of  fertilizer 
suited  to  your  soil.  We  have  different  kinds  of  fertilizer  and  will  be  glad 
to  make  recommendations.  Proper  drainage  is  important  for  it  permits  a 
deeper  layer  of  top  soil  and  enables  plants  to  increase  and  deepen  their 
root  systems.  The  soil  becomes  firmer,  permits  a  better  circulation  of  air 
and  is  much  warmer.  If  you  find  surface  water  collecting,  it  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  a  ditch  on  each  side  of  the  plot,  connected  by  smaller  ditches 
to  carry  the  excess  water  away.

Below  you  will  find  a  complete  list  of  materials 
for  each.  Stock  lumber  with  the  simplest  of  carpenter's  tricks  is  used  for  all 
these  designs. 

Fig.  1  is  a  simple  Georgian  gate  with  typical  urns.  It  is  set  in  a  privet  hedge. 

A  gate  is  suggested  in  Fig.  2  for  a  path  through  a  masonry  wall.  Each  of  the 
pickets  has  a  small  diamond  cut  into  it.  The  scroll  top  is  easily  achieved 
with  a  jigsaw  and  sandpaper.  The  gate  is  hung  from  two  stiles  secured  to  the 
masonry  by  bolts. 

Fig.  3  is  an  arbor  seat,  more  elaborate  than  the  other  designs,  and  therefore 
more  expensive.  The  two  seats  are  3'  6"  long  and  the  entire  width  of  the  struc¬ 
ture  is  about  five  feet.  An  arched  lattice  roof  covers  it,  over  which  vines 
might  be  attractively  trained.  There  are  many  locations  for  such  a  feature 
as  this. 

Fig.  4  is  another  simple  garden  gateway  arched  over  the  top,  used  in  a  com¬ 
bination  picket  and  masonry  wall.  An  excellent  design  for  a  simple  garden 
picture.  Roses  might  be  trained  over  the  arch,  or  wisteria,  or  the  vine  which

You'll  find  a  hotbed  or  a  cold-frame  of  great  value  to  get  an  early  season  start 
for  tender  flowers  and  vegetables  when  planting  these  seedlings  pr  plants  out¬ 
doors  would  be  dangerous  because  of  frosts.  In  selecting  a  place  to  locate  your 
hotbed  or  cold-frame,  be  sure  to  pick  one  that  is  well  drained,  and  preferably  a 
spot  that  is  protected  from  north  and  northwest  winds.  If  it  hos  a 
eastern  exposure  it  will  receive  a  maximum  of  light  and  heat. 


While  the  permanent  hotbed  usually  is  lined  with  concrete,  one  with 
lining  will  prove  entirely  satisfactory.  The  pit  should  be  24  inches  deep  with 
of  manure  20  inches  deep,  on  top  of  which  is  a  4-inch  covering  of  good 
soil,  the  top  of  the  latter  being  ot  ground  level.  Over  this  is  ploeed  o  frame 
superstructure  on  the  top  of  which  is  a  glass  sash.  The-  manure  used  in  the  hotbed 
should  be  one-third  straw.  Be  sure  manure  bed  is  thoroughly  tramped  down. 

A  cold-frame  is  really  the  superstructure  of  a  hotbed  placed  directly  over  the 
soil  and,  while  without  the  bottom  heat  and  growth-producing  qualities  the 
manure  bed  in  the  hotbed  provides,  protect  seedlings  and  tender  growing  plants 
from  injury  until  temperatures  outdoors  moderate.

Insects  alone  do  not  form  the  powerful  enemy  that  attacks 
your  garden — the  insidious  plant  disease  will  do  its  damage 
unless  proper  steps  of  protection  are  taken. 

Make  the  disposal  of  rubbish  and  decayed  plant  remains  a 
habit  for,  if  these  are  left  about  the  garden,  they  spread  disease 
germs  and  insect  eggs. 

Insects  can  be  divided  into  two  classes. 

First,  are  those  which  bite  and  chew  such  as 
caterpillars,  beetles  and  grubs  for  which 
“stomach”  poisons  as  arsenate  of  lead,  paris 
green,  hellebore,  nicotine  tannate  and  poison 
bran  bait  are  used.  Second,  are  sucking 
insects  such  as  thrips,  aphis,  etc.,  that  are 
best  destroyed  by  a  “contact”  spray  like 
nicotine  or  soap  preparations  or  a  kerosene 
emulsion. 

Fungus  diseases  as  spot,  rust  and  mildew 
can  be  conquered  by  sprays  and  dusts  of 
various  sorts  as  lime  sulphur  and  Bordeaux 
Mixture.  The  matter  of  prevention  is  espe¬ 
cially  applicable  to  blights,  rusts,  etc.  Where 
these  are  expected,  sprays,  powders,  etc., 
should  be  used  before  they  appear.  Repel- 
lants— such  as  tobacco  dust  that,  because  of 
disagreeable  odor  drives  away  insects,  are 
widely  used  as  a  measure  of  protection  for 
plants.  It  should  be  remembered,  in  regard 
to  the  use  of  sprays  or  applications  of  any 
kind,  that  they  should  be  repeated  every  week 
or  ten  days  during  the  period  of  danger,  for 
rains  wash  them  off  quickly  and  dew  removes 
them  slowly,  but  no  less  surely.  Plants  which 
have  been  affected  by  blight  or  fungus  disease 
the  previous  year  should  be  treated  at  the  very 
beginning  of  the  season,  before  the  disease 
has  had  a  chance  to  renew  its  ravages.
